He also ^ : i i ■ I the government of 
rbe Capo Colonv would ask parliament 
to indemnify their acts. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt asked: 
"When will that he done?." 

.Mr. Chamberlain retorted: "When is 
'he Mar going to end'.'" (Laughter an 1 
cheers.) 

John Redmond fell airman of the Irish 
parliamentary party)— "By the next gen- 
eral election."

Railway Company, and they do not hesi- 
tate to drag in anything, however dis- 
agreeable, of a personal nature; and 11 
cannot be supposed to submit to he mis- j 
represented in this wholesale way with- I 
out making a personal explanation. 
I ju-t wish to say. once for all, in 

reply to IMr. Croft's stat eat, that I ! 

did as much in his Interests and in the 
interests of his company as any one j 
■man could do "fur another. I have done i 
all I can to advance the development i 
ei' Vancouver Island, by encouraging 
prospectors and in every way; and no 
one is more anxious to help any enter- 
prise thai would beneiil ii. I claim 
no credit for this, because ii is in' my 
own interests as well as those of the 
public. 

I state again that Ihe rate of $1.00 per 
ton on Mount Sicker ore 10 Ladysmith 
was Mr. Croft's own suggestion, and 
that il was perfectly satisfactory to 
him; that he did agree to ship all his 
ore to Ladysniiih. the 10,000 tons in 
question being stipulated as the amount 
necessary to warrant the E. & X. Rail- 
way Company in putting in sidings,

London, dan. 1(1.— After Lord Sal- 
isbnry had spoken in reply to 
Lord Spencer today. Lord Kose- 
bery opened an " extended criti- 
cism by describing King Edward's 

S) -h as Ihe most jejune ever placed 

ou the lips of any monarch. The speak- 
er expressed his skepticism as to the 
motives of the visit to London of Dr. 
Knypers ami said- "I do not suppose he 
Cllllie to see the old masters." He twil- 
led Mr. Chamberlain for "trailing his 
diplomatic coat and inviting anybody to 
tread upon it." and contended that the 
iii'iiig of Greal Britain was held in hos- 
tility abroad compared to which all pre- 
vious records faded into insignificance. 

Lord Rosebcry commended the spirit 
and the words of Mr. Chamberlain to 
the imperial chancellor of Germany, 
Count von Billow, but he expressed h:« 
anxiety concerning tho constant contro- 
versies with Germany and other powers 
which Mi-. Chamberlain's dialectics had 
excited, and wanted to know where it 
was going to stop. Lord Rosebcry said 
indulgence in the present methods would 
give ample opportunity for maintaining 
that position of splendid, isolation which 
the government seemed" to deem emin- 
ently desirable, but to maintain which 
they would do well to have an overpow- 
ering fleet and an efflcieut army, for 
other powers were also building fleets. 

During the course of Lord Roscibery's 
speech, Lord Salisbury constantly rose to 
his feet to make corrections or objec- 
tions thereto, until finally 'Lord Rose- 
bcry said lie would not further touch 
upon topics which seemed to irritate the 
Premier. 

Lord Lansdowne, foreign secretary, 
briefly replied to Lord Rosobory, combat- 
ing the view that Great Britain was 
hated abroad.

That same night the collier Malte- 
nwiiii passed oni laden with 4,K!KJ tons 
of coal from Nanaimo for San Francis- 
co. She has not been beard of since, 
and neither has tin- Condor. Hope is 
still held however, that the warship may 
be sailing to Honolulu and is delayed. 
Ion in ih" ordinary course of events, she 
should have reached Honolulu long 
sincc. 

The finding of ii;,- pices of a hard- 
wood ship's boat painted while near 
Bonilla point, ha- added to the anxiety 
for the missing warship, for her boats 
are all of the description of that found, 
and few -hips or schooners, such as thai 
l lie wreckage of wliich is now coming 
ashore at Capo Bo"n!e, carry such boats.

We look in vain to the Liberal orga' 
for n suggestion of anything tnngibl 
thai may be expected as tlie result o 
the elei ton of a Liberal, and as yet 
there is no other source lo which the 
constituency can turn for enlightenment 
on this point.

WHAT CHINA IS DOING. 

A prominent Japanese official who was 
recently in .Victoria, said that there was 
no doubt whatever that China was pre- 
paring for another uprising against for- 
eigners, and when it came, it would be 
of a far more serious character than 
that which has lately been suppr essed . 
His opportunities for learning wdiat is 
transpiring in the Chinese Empire have 
been exceptionally good, and he express- 
ed himself as very certain that what he 
anticipated would occur. "Let me tell 
you," he said, "that within a few years 
you' will see an uprising in China com- 
pared to which the last one will appear 
as nothing." There is other evidence of 
the same effect. Charles T. Gammon, 
superintendent of colporteurs for the 
American Bible Society, says that the 
next Chinese uprising will be "gigantic 
in force and terrible in execution": and 
he adds, "it will result in the universal 
upheaval and the final dismemberment 
of the empire at a terrible cost." Mr. 
Gnmuion thinks that this may occur 
within live years, and he says that the 
war which will ensue, will be one the 

lik ' which the world tins never seen. 

He regards the Boxer movement, al- 
though officially discountenanced by the 
Empress, as secretly planned and en- 
couraged by her, being, in point of fact, 
only one phase of a liioi eniont which has 
extended over many years, and by which 
China has sought to rid herself of till 
foreigners. He says that steps are now 
being taken all over the Empire to pre- 
pare for the uprising. Recruiting is 
going on rapidly and iho army is boihe 
drilled in t he use of modern wenp "is. 
The factories for the manufacture of 
arms and ammunition are working night 
and day, and the arsenals are being en- 
larged. Boatloads of arms and aniuni- 

poinis within the empire, and plans for 
the concentration of the troops are be- 
ing formed. All this can only be in- 
tended for, one purpose, namely, a war 
Ilglli'ist all foreigners. The Dowager 
Empress relies upon the overwhelming 
nit m her of men that she can put into the 
Held and the practical impossibility of n 
European army making any progress 
through the country. She will doubt- 
less seize the nest convenient oppor- 
tunity after her preparations are com- 
pleted to precipitate trouble. The peace 
which has been patched up will only he 
temporary. The fact of such a step on 
the part of the Empress is regarded by 
Japanese officials as certain shows th it 
there inns: be g 1 ground to. the be- 
lief, because the people of Japan arc 
undoubtedly in a better position to un- 
derstand the situation than Europeans 
can be.

iBOBRS IX BERMUDA. 

How the Prisoners Fare at the Hands 
of tho Government. 

From Xorth American. 

"Tho Boer prisoners who are held in 
captivity on the Island of Bermuda are 
being treated with the greatest possible 
kindness, and are really in a very happy 
condition." Thus tqioko iMnjor W'ilson, 
chief of staff of tho British forces 
stationed on tho island, with headquar- 
ters at Hamilton. 

iMajor Wilson, who is in Philadelphia 
on personal business, is at the Stratford, 
and as tho care of the Boer (prisoners in 
Bermuda is under his direct supervision, 
ho is in a position to speak authori- 
tatively for the British government on 
that subject. 

" Wo have 4.000 prisoners, roughly 
speaking," continued 'Major Wilson. 
"They are well housed, well 'fed and 
well clothed. .Most of them live in 
barracks, though many have their own 
private awarding houses, or -club to- 
gether and run au establishment of 
their own. For the most part, how- 
ever, they live in tho quarters provided 
for them by the government. 

"The climate in the Bermudas is de- 
lightful, and the Boers are permitted to 
take as many sea baths as they want. 
The result is that the whole crowd of 
them bathe at least once a day, and this 
makes them clean and wholesome, pre- 
venting prison diseases and loss of 
health that are only ten often found 
■where largo 'bodies of prisoners are 

gathered. 

".In regard to food, they have about 
the same rations as the soldiers, though 
in greater quantity per man. Quite a 
number of delicacies are given them 
which oar soldiers never have. There 
is also a canteen where they can buy 
anything they want in the way of food. 
The only thing denied them are liquors, 
and these they can obtain, if they need 
them, on a surgeon's order." 

"How are they provided in tllO way 
of clothing?" 

Major Wilson hesitated a moment, and 
then laughed. 

"If you must know," he replied, 
"they are supplied with brand new 
clothes, from shoes to lints, as they 
need them. The British government 
supplies the articles. The Tinted States 
has been very kind and sent the prison- 
ers quite a lot of clothing, ibul when 
the Boers found out that it was second- 
hand they would have none of it. • So 
the donation was simply wasted. The 
Boers would rather wear something 
brand new, even though it is British, 
than second-hand American goods. 

"When the war is over, almost all 
these prisoners will go back to the 
Transvaal and the Orange River Colony 
a'nd resume their former occupations. 
While they are prisoner*, .many of them 
are making money. If they have a 
trade which they want to pursue, tho 
British government provides them with 
tooLs and material to ibecome self-sup- 
porting. 

"As a result, quite a number have 
started simps as carpenters and builders, 
shoemakers, saiimakers ami blacksmith- 
ing. Whatever these prisoners make is 
their own. Others who have no trade 
are employed on government work and 
paid tho same wages that would be 
given to free men. 

" I do not think that many will come 
to this country to settle, and very few 
will remain in the Bermudas."

Yesterday's issue of the British Columbia 
Gazette contains the following regulations 
for carrying out the provisions of the Coal 
.Mines Regulations Act : 
I Constitution of Board.— 1. Bach member 
of the Board of Examiners shall be entitled 
to vote at every examination. 

2. Bach Hoard shall, within ten days' of 
Its formation, meet ami elect from Its mem- 
bers a chairman, who shall preside at all 
examinations and meetings of the Hoard. 

:!. The person appointed by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor In Council to serve on each 
Hoard shall act as secretary thereto, and 
keep minutes of all proceedings, record 
of all candidates for and results of exam- 
inations, Issue eertitleates of competency, 
and forward the prescribed returns to the 
Department of Mines. He shall also at- 
tend to all correspondence of the Board 
ami answer all enquiries made to him re- 
garding the utTnlrs thereof. 

4. The owner or manager of each mine 
shall, ou or before the tlrst day of Decem- 
ber In each year, forward to the Depart- 
ment of .Mines, upou the prescribed form, 
notice of the two persons nominated by 
him to net on such Hoard. He may also 
nominate two other persons as alternates 
to act In the absence of the members nomi- 
nated by him. In tho event of such nomi- 
nation not being made tile Minister of 
Mines may appoint two members to act on 
behalf of the owners of the mine.

Fatal Termination of His Illness 
Unexpected— His Bril- 
liant Career. 



the Oriental hotel at 10:40 p. in. last 
a s t i *. lms bcen suffering from 
Bright s disease for some time past, and 
the heart, already enfeebled by tho dis- 
ease failed, and the well known jurist 
died in a convulsion. It is some months 
since the late Chief .Tustieo wna attack- 
ed by tho disease, which culminated in 
the attack which brought death, and 
until yesterday morning, he didn't sum- 
mon n physician. Yesterday morning 
when ho had a severe attack, Dr Han- 
nington was called and he remained with 
tiro Chief Justice until the end came 
during the paroxysm, which followed 
the failure of the heart. 

The news of tho death of the Into 
Ohief Justice was soon communicated 
to his friends, and a number of local 
members of the bar gathered at the 
Oriental hotel, where in his room up- 
stairs the into Chief Justice lav dead, 
and Mrs. MeCnll mourned the 'loss of 
her hudband. She left for New West- 
minster on this morning's steamer and 
tho remains of the Chief Justice 'have 
been removed to the rooms of the Brit- 
ish Columbia l-'inieral Co., on Oovern- 
■meul street, whence they will be des- 
patched to Now Westminster tomorrow 
morning. The funeral will take place 
m the Royal City, where the dead jurist 
and his family resided. 

The Into Chief Justice Angus John 
McOoll was an exceedingly well versed 
jurist, a strong advocate and clever in 
addressing n jury, in fact he possessed 
all the qualities that go to make up a 
sound and brilliant lawver. He was the 
third son of the Itov. Angus McColl, D. 
I)., of Chatham, Out., a retired clergy- 
man of tho I'resliyterinn church, and bis 
mother was n daughter of John Ross, 
of Toronto. He was born in 1854, wits 
educated at the High school of Chatham 
and by private tutors. .\t the age of 2"> 
lie was called to tho bar in Ontario, 
and after practising in Brussels and 
Oodorich ho removed to Winuineg, 
whore ho beenmo n member or the (inn 
of MfiBnin, Blnnchnrd and McColl. In 
1882 lie came to British Colunv' ua and 
took up his residence in Now Westmin- 
ster where he soon secured n large prac- 
tice. He was elected a Bencher of the 
(Law society and in 1802 was created a 
O. C. by the Karl of Derby.' In New 
Westminster he was associated with 
'Mr. Corbould, under the Arm name of 
Corhonld ec McColl, and later, when 
('has. Wilson, K. C, and Mr. Campbell 
entered the firm, the name was changed 
to Corbould, McColl, Wilson & Camp- 
bell, This firm was dissolved and the 
firm again became Corliould ec McColl 
until tho lute Chief Justice went to 
Bosslnnd, and there entered into part- 
nership with Mr. Hamilton. He received 
his appointment as judge of the Supreme 
court on October 13, 1890, and at that 
time he was regarded as one of the lead- 
ers of the Bar in British Columbia in 
active practice. Ho was appointed Chief 
Justice after the death of Chief Justice 
Davie. He married in 1884, his wife 
being Helen J. Barlow, daughter of 
John A'. Barlow, formerly of Toronto. 
Two children are left nt New West- 
minster to mourn their father's death. 

It was on Thursday last thai the late 
Chief Justice cnnie to Victoria to at- 
tend the sittings of the Full court, at 
which a number of important eases, in- 
cluding many from Yukon, were to come 
up for hearing. The sittings of the Full 
court were delayed owing to his illness, 
3mt none expected that it would have 
a fatal termination nnd his death Inst 
night came as a surprise. 

SHiNALLrNC 

Lieutenant Itoid of London Volunteers 
lias Invented n New Lamp. 

Promises of a revolution in military 
signalling are held out as the result of 
experiments under Wur oflice authority. 
Lieutenant Arbuthnot, of the Scots 
Guards, hinted nt the new departure 
in a recent speech to Volunteer signal- 
lei's of the Home district, bill as to de- 
tails ^<<rv,'vy is still is. .served. 

'The apparatus which finds most favor 
at 'present, however, is a lamp for burn- 
ing acetylene gas, invented by Lieuten- 
ant item, of the 1st London' Volunteer 
Engineers. 

Illumination eiiunl in power t 
concentrated light of a hundred 
seventy-live candles is derived from 
acetylene gas, enough of which to last 
for three hours of continuous signalling 
can he carried in n cylinder containing 
no more Ihnn one gallon of water. 
Where constant water supply is at hand 
the light can be kepi going if necessary 
from sunset to daybreak. 

The chief peculiarity of this generator 
is the novel method by which calcic car- 
bide and water "commix nnd commingle" 
to throw off the maximum quantity of 
inflammable gas without any offensive 
odors or risk of explosion. 

So far a considerable percentage of 
lighl is wasted, even with a power equal 
lo no more than a hundred and fifteen 
caudles, but that gives an effective range 
of thirty miles. 

The inventor has no doubt that with 
a large shinier, giving full scope to all 
the power generated, this portable ap- 
paratus may Hash its rays to a distance 
of fifty miles or more, so that signals 
sent from J lumps! end Heath shall be 
read ill 'Brighton Downs by the aid of a 
telescope. 

Each flash may seem no more than 
a mere scratch on the glass, a thin 
thread of light, but it will be clear to 
tho expert reader through fifty miles 
of darkness.

Now YorU, Jan. lC-'i'hc streuRtb. devel- 
oped in resteruuy's stock market lulled to 
persist today. With tUe urgent demand 
from the shorts satlstied. the buyjua be- 
cam.- aputhetle. The selling was.. very Jl^Ut 
but was nut well absorbed, uud the market 
moved ill :i sluggish nnd irregular manner 
till dav. TUe mtUcr iicute weakness «UKU 
was manifest earlier in the week, was not 
renewed, and there was some appearance 
of support OU llecllne. Tills ami the posi- 
tive BtrenRtll of a few stocks in tlie list 
steadied the tone after declines aad reucli- 
• ed considerable IlKUres and resulted In 
recoveries. The general leve of prices did 
not get far from last ulghts level on recov 
ery. and the market became Irregular again 
.it" the close. There Is an element amongst 
stock operators which holds the theory that 
'arge reserves of capital arc in the hands of 
Investors, ready to How into securities at 
the moment the downward course of prices 
Is seen to have been reached, lhls class 
hoped that the support afforded the market 
yesterday would resolve the doubts of own- 
ers of this waiting capital, and that it 
•would How Into ihe stock market. But the 
commission houses failed to elTect any 
notable Increase In their orders for execu- 
tion. The opening advance quickly came to 
-., standstill; Bharn weakness In Manhattan 
helped the reactionary tone, that stock 
dropped during the mornlnir to 134%. Spec- 
ulators in the stock have been ted with the 
hope that an arrangement for an Inter- 
change of traffic with the New York Cen- 
tral was impending as a consequence of dis- 
aster in I'urk avenue tunnel. As yester- 
duvs statement by the New York 1 Central 
directors of their plans for terminal Im- 
provements gave no corporation to the 
reported plan for Interchange with Man- 
hattan, that stoek was sold freely by the 
speculators. There was much discussion 
in a general way of the recent new bond 
and stock Issues by various railroad com- 
panies and the effect of this discussion was 
unfavorable to speculation. Iteceut heavy 
outlays by their coin ponies from the large 
current profits were supposed to be a fore- 
titallment of necessary changes i'ur Improve- 
ments and settlements, and 1" promise fu- 
ture curtailment of expenses uud the con- 
sequent maintenance or net prollt in future 
periods of less prosperity. The current 
tendency to Increase capital Issues has dis- 
turbed this feeling of security over the 
future. The process of piling up reserves 
in the New York banks, seems to have 
gained much headway during the week 
but failed to entirely stimulate speculation. 

Hug exchange shewed no advance. The 
maintenance by the Bank of Kugland to- 
1 dav of Its four per cent discount rate may 
be regarded as a notice of its attempt to 
lift the open market rale. The banks re- 
serve Is strong and the market is practi- 
cally free of Indebtedness to the Institu- 
tion, which would prompt' Its governors. 
In their capacity as private bankers, to 
lower the rate and secure business, ltut 
In their seml-publlc capacity and looking 
to the coining issue nr a' government loan, 
it may be incumbent upon - them to tuke 
measures to attract foreign gold to the 
English money market. There was some 
special strength In today's market by 
Southwestern railroad stocks, notably In 
the St. Louis, Soutniwestorns, the St. Louis 
(i ml San Francisco and Paeltle stock. Sugar 
also showed strength.

Speech From the Throne Men- 
tions Various Subjects of 
Imperial Interest. 



London, Jan, 16.— King Edward open- 
ed parliament this afternoon with a cere- 
monial in all essential respects similar 
to that of February Inst. The proces- 
sion to the House of Lords was of the 
same character as that witnessed on the 
occasion of the opening of the first par- 
lirment of King Edward's reign, while 
within the Upper House was seen tho 
same state pageantry, the same historic 
dresses and the same revival of ancient 
forms. 

lAt'ter robing. King (Edward and Queen 
Alexandra entered the .House of Peers 
ami occupied their thrones beneath n 
canopy, with the Prince and Princess of 
Wales on either side of them. The other 
members of the Royal family were seat- 
ed on chairs at the foot of the steps 
leading to tho thrones. 

The gentleman usher of the 'Black 
Rod, Gen. >Sir Michael iBiddulph, hav- 
ing summoned the Speaker and the 
members of the House of Commons. 
His Majesty read the speech from the 
throne. 

Tho speech opened with a reference to 
the tour of the 'Prince and Princess of 
Wales. 

"They were everywhere," said the 
King, "received with demonstrations of 
the liveliest affection, and 1 am con- 
vinced their presence served to rivet more 
closely the bonds of mutual regard and 
loyalty by which the vigor of the em- 
pire is maintained." 

Referring to Great Britain's relations 
with foreign countries, the King said: 
"My relatons with the other powers 
continue to be of a friendly character." 

Contrary to expectation*, Iho King's 
reference to the war was just as in- 
definite as the statements oil the sub- 
ject, made on the last message from 
the throne. 

"I regret." says His "Majesty, "that 
the war in South Africa is not yet con- 
cluded, though the course of the opera- 
tions has been favorable to our arrange- 
ments, the area of war largely reduced, 
and industries are being resumed in my 
new colonics. In spite of the tedious 
character of the campaign, any soldiers 
throughout have displayed a cheerful- 
ness in the endurance of the hardships 
incident to guerilla warfare, and a hu- 
manity, even to their own detriment, in 
their treatment of the enemy, which are 
deserving of the highest prnise. The 
necessity for relieving those of my troops 
who have most felt tho strain of war 
has afforded me the opportunity of again 
availing myself of the loyal and patriotic 
oilers of my colonies, and further con- 
tingents will shortly -reach South Africa 
from the Dominion of Canada, t lie Com- 
monwealth of Australia and New 
Zealand." 

In regard to tho sugar conference the 
speech says: "I trust its decision may 
lead to the abandonment of the system 
by which the tiiignr producing colonies 
and home manufacturers of sugar have 
been unfairly weighted in the prosecu- 
tion of this most important industry." 

Then came tho following clause: "I 
have concluded, with the President of 
the United States, a treaty, the provi- 
sions of which will facilitate the con- 
struction of an inter-oceanic canal, un- 
der guarantees that its, neutrality will 
ilx> maintained, and that it will lie open" 
to the commerce and shipping of all na- 
tions." 

Next followed references to the An- 
glo-Brazilian treaty, to the referring of 
the British Guia11a-Brn7.il boundary 
questions to the arbitration of the King 
of Italy, of the necessity of the con- 
tinuance of famine relief measures in 
India, and to the death of the Ameer, 
"whoso son, Habib Hlla, has expressed 
an earnest desire to maintain the friend- 
ly relations of Afghanistan with my In- 
dian Empire." 

After announcing that the estimates 
have "been framed 11s economically as 
due regard for their efficiency rendered 
possible in the special circumstances of 
the present exigency." the speech con- 
cluded with mentioning proposed legisla- 
tion of solely domestic interest, with the 
exception of a bill to facilitate the sale 
and purchase of land in Ireland.
